Glaze turns 
attention to 
Kelly Bryant 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - If Se- 


cetary of State Kelly Bryant 
certifies nomineu of the Amer- 
ican party to county election 
commissions, Thomas A. Glaze 
of North Little Rock said Mon- 
day he would ask Circuit Court 
to anew cause why Bryant 
should not be held in contempt 
of court. 


Glaze is attorney for the 


plaintiff in a suit seeking to 
keep the party's presidential 
ticket off the Arkansas Novem- 
ber general election ballot. 


Circuit Court Judge Warren 


E. Wood of Pulaski County 
ruled that the party had not 
complied with a 1971 law estab- 
lishing iequirements for form- 
ing a political party and he or- 
derd Bryant not to certify the 
nominess. The state Supreme 
Court upheld Wood's ruling. 


However, the party is trying 


a new approach to get its nomi- 
nees on the ballot. A party at- 
torney said in a letter to 
Bryant that the party was a 
"group" instead of a political 
party and that Arkansas law 
provided a means for "groups" 
to put their candidates' names 
on the ballot. The attorney, Art 
Givens Jr. of Sherwood, said 
the party had compiitd with 
that law and that it was 
Bryant's constitutional duty to 
certify the nominess of the 
American party "group." 
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Conviction of editor is overturned 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - An 


Arkansas Supreme Court ruling 
Monday that overturned a con- 
tempt citation against a Texas 
newspaper editor has been 
hailed as a "decision for free- 
dom of the press and freedom 
of information." 


The praise was offered by 


Walter E. Hussman, editor and 
publisher of the Texarkana, 
Tex., Gazette, after the Su- 
preme Court ruled that no 
court "has the power to prohi- 
bit the news media from pub- 
lishing that which transpires in 


open court." 


The court's unanimous deci- 


sion, written by Associate Jus- 
tice Conley Byrd, rejected the 
finding of Circuit Court Judge 
John W. Goodson of Texarkana 
that Harry Wood, editor of the 
Gazette, was in contempt for 
refusing to withhold publication 
in the newspaper's morning 
edition of Feb. 17, 1972, of a 
jury conviction in the first-de- 
gree rape trial of Eugene E. 
Sumler. The ruling also said 
that a fine imposed on Wood by 
Goodson in the case was wrong- 


fully assessed. 


Contacted after the ; 


Court ruling, Ooodson said he 
would have no comment MtU 
after he had read the opinion. 
"I recognise that the Supreme 
Court is the supreme court of 
Arkansas," Ooodson said. 


Wood said of the ruUnfi: "I 


think it's great, R makes me 
feel a lot better. I'm Just glad 
to get U over win." 


Jimmy Jones of Little rock, 


president of the Arkansas chap- 
ter of Sbjma Delta Chi, profes- 
sional Journalism society, said 


he was delighted with the deci- 
sion and that it "reaffirms 1st 
Amendment freedoms." 


The state Supreme Court nor* 


malty will not decide a con- 
stitutional Issue if a case can 
be disposed of without a settle- 
ment of the constitutional ques- 
tion, but it did so In this case 
even though there were several 
technical Issues on which the 
case could have turned. 


"We are extremely pleased

Kissinger extends Paris visit 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Hen- 


ry A. Kissinger went into an 
unprecedented third day of 
talks with the North Vietna- 
mese in Paris today, then took 
time out to call on the French 
foreign minister, Maurice Schu- 
mann. 


The presidential adviser on 


national security affairs went 
to the foreign minister with Ar- 
thur K. Watson, the U.S. am- 
bassador to France. 


Reports in Paris said Kissin- 


ger is believed to have dis- 
cussed Vietnam with Schu- 
mann. 


Kissinger conferred with the 


North Vietnamese envoys to the 
Paris peace talks Sunday and 
Monday and decided to stay 
over for a third day to continue 
the meetings. 


"Apparently they have some- 


thing to talk about," White 
House Press Secretary Ronald 
L. Ziegler said Monday in an- 
nouncing extension of the talks. 
He added ttut the United States 
and 
North 
Vietnam have 


agreed not to discuss the sub- 
stance of negotiations. 


But 
diplomatic 
observers 


read the extension as evidence 
that, if nothing else, Kissinger, 
Le Due Tho and Xuan Thuy 
have stepped up the pace of ne- 
gotiations. 


In Saigon, meanwhile, South 


Vietnamese President Nguyen 
Van Thieu, whose future has 
become a pivotal part of the 
negotiations and the broader 
peace talks in Paris, met for 45 
minutes with U.S. Ambassador 
Ellsworth Bunker. 


Again, U.S. officials would 


not discuss the substance of the 
talks. 


A flurry of reports in recent 


days that peace might' be near 
has been dismissed by the 
White House and the North 
Vietnamese as speculation. 


Kissinger is expected to re- 


turn to Washington tonight, at 
about the same time that 
Democratic presidential candi- 
date George McGovem goes on 
television to outline his plan for 
ending the war. 


The extended Kissinger trip 


to Paris—his lith over a three- 
year period—and Bunker's ses- 
sion with Thieu raised still 
more speculation. 


Last Thursday, while Nixon 


was telling newsmen that the 
peace talks had reached a sen- 


sitive stage, the chief Viet Cong 
delegate to the Paris talks was 
saying that the two aides "re- 
main very far apart on political 
and military questions." 


The latest proposal for dis- 


cussion at the Paris peace 
talks, which resume Thursday, 
was made by the Viet Gong. It 
calls for the Thieu government 
to resign in favor of a tripartite 
regime composed of represen- 
tatives of Viet Cong forces, 
neutrals and the Saigon admin- 
istration, minus personnel con- 
nected with Thieu. 


The United States said such a 


plan would lead to "prolonged 
warfare and communist dicta- 
torship by the North." 


The Viet Cong also demands 


total U.S. withdrawal, a halt to 
bombing and mining of the 
North, and renunciation of sup- 
port for Thieu.

ance that no new taxes will be 
required." 


He did not put that particular 


statement in a time reference, 
though at another point in the 
speech, he said, "My goal is 
not only no tax increase in 1973, 
but no tax increase in the next 
four years." 


The spending ceiling Nixon 


has proposed would apply only 
to the present fiscal year which 
began last July 1. 


Campaign sabotage reported by Post 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Washington Post says the FBI 
has established that the Water- 
gate bugging incident devel- 
oped from a campaign of politi- 
cal spying and sabotage on be- 
half of President Nixon's re- 
election. 


And, the newspaper said in 


today's editions, the "massive" 
campaign was directed by 
White House officials and the 
Committee for the Re-Election 
of the President. 


The newspaper reported that 


White House aide Ken W. Claw- 
son has acknowledged fabric- 
ating a letter that damaged the 
presidential campaign of Sen. 
Edmund S. Muskie—a state- 
ment that Clawson now denies. 


The newspaper quotes law-en- 


forcement sources as saying 
the Clawson letter is the beat 
example of a Republican 
strategy of sabotage directed at 
Democratic presidential con- 
tenders as early as 1071, before 
the primary vampwg1*? began. 


The Post said FBI agents 


have established that 
the 


break-in and alleged bugging of 
Democratic national headquar- 
ters also stemmed from the 
same sabotage campaign di- 
rected by officials of the White 
House and the Committee for 
the Re-election of the Presi- 
dent. 


Another example, the Post 


said, was alleged attempts by 
Donald Herbert Segretti to re- 


cruit GOP undercover agents to 
rfianuit Democratic activities. 


The Post said Segretti, a for- 


mer Treasury Department law- 
yer who now maintains offices 
in Marina Del Ray, Calif., has 
been identified in FBI reports 
as an operative of the Nixon 
campaign. 


A spokesman for the Nixon 


committee, DeVan L. Shum- 
way, said, "The article in the 
Post is a piece of fiction." 


The Post quoted investigators 


as saying the sabotage cam- 
paign included: 
"Following 


members of Democratic candi- 
dates' families; forging letters 
and distributing them under the 
candidates' letterheads; leaking 
false and manufactured iienas 


to the press; throwing cam- 
paign schedules into disarray; 
string confidential campaign 
files, and investigating the lives 
of downs of Democratic cam- 
paign workers." 


Clawson, deputy director of 


White House communications, 
could not be reached for com- 
ment Monday night. A news- 
man who telephoned his home 
was told via the White House 
switchboard that he had retired 
for the night and that his wife 
did not wish to awaken him. 


The document Clawson alleg- 


edly wrote was a letter to the 
editor of the Manchester (N.H.)

Take a look at the West 


hand only. Your partner 
opens with one heart. South 
overcalls with one spade and 
you give a limit jump raise 
to three hearts. The bidding 
continues with three spades; 
four hearts by your partner; 
and four spades by South. 


It is obviously your hand. 


Your partner has opened the 
bidding and you are looking 
right at two aces. What 
should you do? 


You don't want to bid five 
hearts. Your partner can 
have lots of good, sound 
opening bids that leave you 
no play for 11 tricks. Then, 
do you double? 
The West player we were 


watching doubled. East left 
the double in and South was 
promptly set one trick at his 
four-spade contract. 


"How could I tell that we 


were cold for six hearts," 
asked West. 
"You couldn't," was our 


reply. "However, you could 
have let your partner into 
the game. All you had to do 
was pass." 


If West had passed East 


would have gone on to five 
hearts. He would have seen 
little chance to hurt four 
spades. He might have been 
allowed to play there or 
the opponents might have 
gone to five spades. It would 
be too much for East-West 
to keep on to six but they 
would have picked up 300 in- 
stead of just 100 points.

Bulb planting 
brings year 
round blooms 


No garden flower gives so 


much for so little effort and 
money as the group of plants 
known as bulbs. With them, it is 
possible to have a succession of 
flowers all the year around. 


Starting with the snowdrops, 


which seam to come with the 
melting snow, we go down the 
list: daffodils, tulips, iris, 
gladiolus, 
lilies, 
cannas, 


tuberous begonias, etc., until 
dahlias draw the curtain to end 
the sea»on in a burst of colors. 


Calvin J Caldwell, county 


extension agent, says the 
winter months may alao be 
cheerful with color by anyone 
who has a sunny window. It is 
no wonder that this group of 
plants is finding more and more 
favor by all gardeners. 


A true bulb is composed of a 


bud containing in it the flower 
in miniature. The true bulb i» 
made up of overlapping fleshy 
leaves 
which 
cover 
the 


developing 
flower 
parts. 


Among them we have the lily, 
made up of loose scales, each 
capable of developing flowering 
plants, and the tight-scaled 
types which appear to be solid, 
such as the tulip, narcissus, 
onion, hyacinth, and others. 


The gladiolus is the best 


example of a conn. Here the 
structure is solid and is not 


made up of fleshy leaves. It 
blooms for a single season and 
an entirely new corm develops 
to take its place. In addition to 
this, it produces small conns 
called cormels around its baas 
which will later develop into 
corms if allowed to grow 
another year. 
An example of a true tuber is 


the potato; it has "eyea" or 
buds over its surface that 
develop into new plants. The 
dahlia, a tuberous root, sprouts 
from buds located only on the 
neck, or that small portion 
connecting the tubers to the 
mother plant. Each forms new 
tubers each year, but the 
thickened root of the tuberous 
begonia lasts from year to year. 


This group of plants is 


planted in the spring, whereas 
the tulip, narcissus, crocus, 
snowdrop, hyacinth, scillas, 
and winter acomite, are planted 
early enough in the fall for the 
root system to develop before 
the ground freezes. The first 
few weeks in October seem bast 
for Little Rock and vicinity.

Football Violence 
Cure, Symptom 
Or Disease?

NEW YORK—(NEA)—It is autumn, the mellow time of 


year, when leaves turn many-hued. the wind picks up a 
nice nip and massive linemen crash into each other like 
furious rhinoceroses. 


We have come to accept all this as ineluctable life. Thus 


we have glorified football in this country. We have placed 
it on a pedestal by the lever of symbolism. We have be- 
come convinced that it mirrors our violent times, is a 
metaphor for war and is evidence of man's genetic fate. 


"I think the nature of man is to be aggressive and foot- 


ball is a violent game," said Vince Lombard!, the exalted 
late professional football coach. 


Such amateur psychology has been part of the cam- 


paign, wittingly or otherwise, to excuse and rationalize 
the brutality of football. Lombardi's quote was taken from 
the book, "The First 50 Years: A Celebration of the 
National Football League In Its 50th Season " It was pro- 
duced by the NFL. 


The book, a typical football celebration of violence, 


quotes Konrad Lorenz, author of "On Aggression": 
"There is, in the modern community, no legitimate outlet 
for aggressive behavior . . . (So) the main function of 
sport today lies in the cathartic discharge of aggressive 
urge." 


Lately, it has been taken for granted that man is natu- 


rally pretty beastly and that in those rare instances when 
he is not pummeling his feUow man (or wishing to), it is 
only because he has momentarily been diverted by some- 
thing equally primitive, such as sex or food or bowels. 


Not so, says Alexander AUand Jr., associate professor 


of anthropology at Columbia University, in his recently 
published book, "The Human Imperative." 


He flatly rejects biological determinism and with it the 


theory that man inherently thirsts for mayhem. He does 
not of course, deny that man is capable of aggressive 
responses but believes they are learned—Uke extending 
a pinky when drinking—and not instinctive. 


Alland's work with isolated African tribes such as the 


Abron and Semai provides him with his evidence. When a 
Semai is angry, for instance, he wiU throw his own prop- 
erty around much like a Unebacker flinging his bulk on a 
quarterback. But the Semai is careful not to hurt anyone. 
"Even so, such behavior is frowned upon," writes AUand, 
"because it scares people." 


AUand does not deny that violence is rampant nowa- 


days. But he rejects theories that man is naturally war- 
like, thus needing violent games to mirror and reinforce 
the brutality of our world. Where one anthropologist called 
man the "weapon maker," AUand calls him the "symbol 
maker." "It is the symbolic process which allows man to 
first think of and then create tools, among them weap- 
ons," he writes. 


If man will look at his social processes and the develop- 


ment of his individual personalities, then the "needs" for 
war and aggression—in modern times most usually 
caused by politico-economic factors—will dissolve, AUand 
argues. 


Finally, he disputes football theorists Uke Paul Brown 


who say that football is a healthful release of our aggres- 
sions. Brown says in "The First 50 Years," "I've known

women who thought football was worthless and brutal. 
But they just don't understand the nature of the male. . . . 
The fact is that young men enjoy (the big collisions). 
Nothing is going to stop it. If we could just have a Super 
Bowl between Russia and the United States, instead of 
aU those tanks and ballistic missiles, things would be a 
lot better." 


AUand: "It has been suggested that play can be substi- 


tuted for war through the institutionalization of aggressive 
games. Such a solution is likely to be unsuccessful. 


"Games may, in fact, be used as an institutionalized 


means of preparing men for war (Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur said precisely that). There is no evidence that 
game playing lowers aggression in itself. In fact, there 
is contrary evidence. Participants and spectators of vio- 
lent sports may feel a surge of aggression in themselves 
as a result of direct stimulation. 


"The belief that one can offer psychological cures for 


social problems is a delusion; perhaps it even diverts 
attention from the real causes of war.'.

It 
quoted a doctor in Germany 
saying that malignant tu- 
mors are created by fungus 
and molds which grow on 
many types of foods, includ- 
ing corn, rice, bread, jams, 
jellies and o t h e r common 
foods He claimed that if the 
housewife scraped away the 
mildew on bread or on jam 
that invisible fungus spores 
would be just inches away 
and would cause trouble. 


1 have often scraped mold 


away from bread and then 
toasted the remainder and 
removed the mold on jams 
and jellies. Or I've cut off 
half a potato or tomato ana 
used the good half. Now 1 am 
frightened. Is it all that bad. 
Is the family kitchen such a 
monster. 
I am also a cheese butt. 1 


buy the best because 1 am a 
gourmet cook, and 1 know 
that cheese stores rub oft 
the mold and then sell the 
cheese. If it's so bad. the 
cheese stores certainly need 
supervision. 


Dear Reader-lf the only 


cause for cancers were mold 
and fungus, these diseases 
would have been cured or 


prevented long ago. Let me 
remind you that life-saving 
penicillin was obtained from 
the mold on bread. I don't 
advocate eating mold or fun- 
gi (unless y o u ' r e talking 
about mushrooms which are 
giant fungi) but I'm afraid 
that you've read an exag- 
gerated report that is not 
accepted by the m e d i c a l 
scientific community. In 
other words, it's more of a 
scare article than an article 
d e a l i n g with established 
facts. 


Excessive ingestion of 


yeast can sometimes cause 
come problems with diges- 
tion but other than that 
there isn't real proof that 
eating foods that have had 
the mold removed will cause 
any difficulties, 
and even 


that problem is relatively- 
rare. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — What 


would you think if you were 
in a hospital deathly sick and 
all the visitors were standing 
around puffing on cigarettes, 
dears and pipes up and down 
the hall until you could hard- 
ly ser. My wife went thrqugh 
this for several weeks before 
she passed away. Why hos- 
pitals allow this is beyond 
me. However, doctors come 
into the sick room puffing on 
cigarettes or a rotten cigar 


too. 


Dear Reader - I think it's 


terrible. In this situation the 
family w o u l d be entirely 
justified to ask for a "no 
visitors" sign to be posted 
on the patient's door. Short 
of this a "no smoking sign 
should be posted above the 
bed.In my opinion, d o c t o r s 
should not smoke while they 
are seeing patients, either in 
their consultation room and 
most certainly not in a pub- 
lic hospital within the sick 
room of the patient. Also, 1 
think patients owe doctors 
this same courtesy. I per- 
sonally dislike having a pa- 
tient sit down across the 
desk from me and blowing 
smoke in my face. I'm sure 
many other doctors feel the 
same way. 
Too many visitors when 


you are sick are a pain in 
the neck. It is no time to 
have to play host.

To lift her spirits, Virginia 


decided to become a bleached 
blonde. She stirred two bleaching 
products together and applied the 
mixture to her hair. Result: scalp 
burns. 


In short order, she demanded 


damages from one of the manu- 
facturers. But at the trial, the 
company pointed out that its di- 
rections warned against mixing 
the product with anything else. 


"The fact remains," said Vir- 


ginia, "that a bleach should not 
become dangerous merely by 
being mixed with another bleach." 


However, the court turned 


down Virginia's claim. The judge 
said she had meddled with the 
merchandise at her own risk. 


With increasing frequency, 


manufacturers are being held li- 
able for harm inflicted by their 
products. But if the consumer 
had substantially tampered with 
the product before using it, that 
usually will let the manufacturer 
"off the hook." 


This is true even if there is no 


specific warning against, tamper- 
ing. 


Another case involved a ladder 


which collapsed under a man's 
weight, throwing him to the 
ground. But before using it, he 
had nailed strips of wood along 
(he bottom in hopes of giving it 
greater stability. 


Because of this alteration, 


which changed the ladder's distri- 
bution uf weight, a court ruled 
that the man could not hold the 
manufacturer liable for his injury. 


On the other hand, not every 


alteration will increase the chance 
ol an accident. In another case, a 
hunter »kleneij J cartridge slot 
on his ride. L.uU'i, during an out- 
ing, he uas hurt when the gun 
c\ploded in his hands. 


Here too. w h e n the 


brought suit, the gun 
Hirer relied on "tampering" us a 
ilelense. But a firearms expert 
testified that the explosion w.is 
due not lo ihe widening ol the 
sl<il hut H 
.111 origin.il delect in 


the steel. 


Accordingly, the court held the 


manufacturer liable. The judge 
said that in these circumstances, 
the hunter's alteration simply 
made no difference in the eyes of 
the law.

McGovern supporters sought 


to create interest Monday in 
McGovern 'a television appear- 
ance in speeches marking the 
fourth anniversary of Nixon's 
1968 statement that "those who 
have had a chance for four 
years and could not produce 
peace should not be given an- 
other chance." 


McGovern's war speech will 


be aired nationally by CBS 
television and other television 
outlets at 7:30 p.m. EOT and 
6:30 p.m. CDT, and will be re- 
peated at 7:30 p.m. MDT and 
POT. 


In Detroit Monday night, 


McGovern said talk of an im- 
pending peace settlement under 
the Nixon administration is 
"just election-eve talk." 


The Washington Post today 


said White House aide Ken W. 
Clawson acknowledged fabric- 


ating a letter which damaged 
the presidential campaign of 
Democratic Sen.
